The following is the letter of Captain M‘Quhae to 
the Lords of the Admiralty :— 

‘* Her Majesty’s ship Dwdalus, Hamoaze, Oct. 11 
“ Sir,—In reply to your letter of this day’s date, rea 
quiring information as to the truth of a statement 
ublished in the 7vmes newspaper, of a sea-serpent of 
extraordinary dimensions having been seen from her 
Majesty’s ship Decdalus, under my command, on her 
passage from the Kast Indies, I have the honour to 
acquaint you, for the information of my Lords Com- 
missioners of the Admiralty, that at five o’clock p.m. 
on the 6th of August last, in latitude 24 deg. 44 min. 
S., and longitude 9 deg. 22 min. E., the weather dark 
and cloudy, wind fresh from the N.W., with a long 
ocean swell from the S.W. by S., something very un- 
usual was seen by Mr, Sartoris, midshipman, rapidly ap- 
proaching the ship from before the beam. The circum, 
stance was immediately reported by him to the officer 
of the watch, Lieutenant Edgar Drummond, with whom 
and Mr. William Barrett, the master, I was at the 
time walking the quarterdeck. The ship’s company 
were at supper. On our attention being called to the 
object, it was discovered to be a serpent of prodigious 
size and thickness, its head and shoulders held above 
the surface of the sea, and displaying its length in 
enormous and continuous coils. : 

“ Ag nearly as we could approximate by comparing 
it with the length our maintopsail-yard would show in 
the water, there was at the very least sixty fect of the 
animal d fleur d'eau, no portion of which was, to our 
perception, used in el pale it through the water, 
either by vertical or horizonta undulation, It passed 
rapidly, but so close under our lee quarter that had it 
been a man of my acquaintance I should have easily 
recognised his features with the naked eye; and it did 
not, either in appronehing the ship or after it had passed 
our wake, deviate in the slightest degree from its 
course to the 8.W., which it held on at the pace of 
from twelve to fifteen miles per hour, apparently on 
gome determined purpose. 

«The head, which was without any doubt that ofa 
snake, was never, during the twenty minutes that it 
continued in sight of our glasses, once below the sur- 
face of the water. Its colour was a dark brown, ap- 
proaching to a black, and mottled with stripes and 
spots, and about the throat was a tinge of yellowish 
white. It had no fins, but something like the mane of 
a horse, or rather a bunch of seaweed, washed about 
its back. It was seen by the quartermaster, the boat- 
swain’s mate, and the man at the wheel, in addition to 
myself and officers above mentioned, 

“Tam having a drawing of the serpent made froma 
sketch taken immediately after it was seen, which I 
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willing to afford them Christian education, are 
suffered to grow up without one moral or religious 
impression to shield them from those temptations 
to crime which prompt, from without and from 
within, to the commission of theft and misde- 
meanour, : 
Tt has been said, and with much if not entire

and reproachful; and one which forces on us the 
Conclusion that the neglect of society has trained 
the poor man’s child to crime, and the ett aa sy 
to be his judge.

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FrANCE.—Panris.—The Moniteur contains the de- 
cree of the National Assembly repealing that of the 
24th of June, and raising the state of siege, Another 
convoy of emigrants, consisting of $15 persons above 
the age of two years, and seventy children under that 
age, have left Paris for Algeria. 

Avustria.—The following, taken froma private letter 
of a German officer serving in Jellachich’s army, will 
give some idea of the present state of affairs as concerns 
intended military operations in Austria :—* InzEers- 
pony, near Vienna, Oct. 14.—We have now been stay- 
ing quietly here for two days, We expected to make an 
attack on Vienna on the 11th instant; but the Ban 
altered his plan, and marched us off to the right, in 
the direction of Modling. We were not strong enough 
in our former position to stand an encounter at the 
sume time with the Hungarian army under Moga 
(which is said to have already entered the Austrian 
soil 44,000 in number, although as yet we haye not 
seen a single soldier) and with the Viennese. We 
therefore retreated to this place in order to wait for 
the required reinforcements, which are hourly arriving. 
From Bohemia chasseurs and five battalions of in- 
fantry have joined us; six more battalions of infantry, 
one regiment of cuirassiers, one of dragoons, and one 
of lancers, are expected to arrive within two or three 
days. Count Schlick is approaching from Galicia in 
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forced marches with eight battalions of infantr , and 
other troops will come from Upper Austria and Styria, 
I hope we shall be a sturdy army of 90,000 men, who 
may Be relied upon, on the 19th instant, which will be 
quite sufficient for the purpose. The best spirit 
animates the soldiers—those who are under the special 
command of the Ban as well as those under Auersperg. 
We are extremely rejoiced that the Emperor has in- 
vested Prince Windischgritz with the general com- 
mand over all the troops at present in Austria, for he 
is an energetic leader, in whom the whole army places 
its unconditional confid@nce.”

The price of beer 
had been increased by a half kreutser on the 16th inst., 
which, as usual, excited the most mischievous propen- 
sities among the people. 


ScuLeswia AND HorsTein.—The state of affairs 
in Schleswig and Holstein seems to get more and 
more intricate since the conclusion of the armistice. 
It is evident that the friends of the present state of 
things are labouring with all their ight to use the 
long interval allowed to elapse before the execution of 
the armistice for the purpose of frustrating its object, 
and throwing obstacles in the way of a final settle- 
ment, by prejudging the very questions the armistice 
intends to leave for the peace. 


DISTURBANCES IN CEPHALONIA.—Early on the 
morning of the 26th of September about 200 armed 
countrymen from the villages of Frangata, Valsamata, 
and Trojanate, assembled on the road to Cranea, some 
hundre yarcs istant from the suburbs of Argostoli, 
with the intention of entering the city and destroying 
the registers, documents, and judicial proceedings, 
which are preserved in the Palace of Justice; and 
about the same number of countrymen assembled in 
the vicinity of Lixuri. The director of police, having 
information of these movements, collected about thirty 
constables on the bridge and in the suburbs, in order 
to protect the city, but, several shots being fired at 
them, they retired as the countrymen advanced. The 
director of local police communicated these circum- 
stances to the Resident, who immediately ordered his 
palace guard, consisting of a sergeant and eleven sol- 
diers of the 30th Regiment, to accompany him to the 
entrance of the city. On his arriving there with his 
guard the countrymen fired on them, Sergeant Luke 
Dunn, seeing their numbers, retired a short distance 
to the head of the bridge. When they followed him 
he ranged his soldiers with great prudence, and opened 
a constant fire on them, during which one of his men 
was killed and three wounded ; but as the relief of his 
guard, consisting of eleven more soldiers, came up, 
the countrymen dispersed, leaving three dead and four 
wounded on the road, 


Tus Unrrep Srares.—The America, belonging to 
the British and North American Royal Mai] Steam- 
ship Company, arrived in the Mersey on Monday, 
after a rapid run, bringing New York advices, to the 
1lth, and Halifax to the 14th, seven days later than 
those previously received, The news from the States 
isnot veryimportant, The party of Taylor was going 
ahead. The news from Mexico is favourable. Her- 
rera’s Government promised to go on swimmingly, 
but Santa Anna, it was said, was preparing to leave 
Kingston for Mexico, 


West Inp1xs.—The royal West India mail steam- 
vessel Trent, arrived at Southampton, brings no news 
of importance. 


Carr or Goon Horr.—We have received advices 
from the Cape of Good Hope to the 9th of September, 
and accounts from Sir Harry Smith’s quarters, six 
miles to the north-east of Bethamy, dated Aug. 31, 
stating that on the 29th Sir Harry Smith encountered 
the rebel Boers, who were strongly posted at a place 
called Borm Plaas, and, after a sharp contest of three 
hours, defeated and drove them before him with great 
loss. Sir Harry Smith was wounded in the knee, and 
his horse killed under him. 


InpIA AND CuIna.—We have received, in antici- 
pation of the overland mail, Bombay papers of the 
15th of September, Calcutta 7th of September, and 
Hong-Kong of the 23rd of August. The only important 
news consists in this, that a considerable force is now 
assembled at Moultan, and, by the last advices, was 
ready to commence the siege of that fort. Moolraj, 
it is said, has resolved to sell his life,

ExrenstvE Bank Forarrixs. — At_the 
Peterborough sessions Stephen Aveling, late of Elm, 
recently committed on several charges of extensive 
forgeries on the banking-house of Messrs. Gurney, 
Peckover, and Co., was brought up for trial and con- 
victed on three distinct indictments; the first for 
uttering a forged check for the sum of £283; the 
second for forging another check to a large amount 
upon Simpson and Co., at Peterborough, and another 
ahs similar character. The prisoner, it appears, is 
related to some of the most respectable families re- 
siding in the Isle of Ely, and his grandfather was high 
sheriff of the county of Cambridge. A number of wit- 
nesses spoke cele! to the letters and forged checks 
being in the handwriting of the prisoner. In the case 
of the forgery of the £283 he was stopping at the Old 
Hummums, Covent-garden, under the name of William 
Simmons, and endeavoured to obtain that amount by 
sending the waiter to the banker’s, who declined pay- 
ing the money but to the party himself. The prisoner 
was apprehended at Peterborough. He was sentenced 
to two years’ imprisonment on the second and third 
charges, and ten years’ transportation on the first, 
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THE NEW CHURCH, HIGHBURY.

The reredos, 
altar railing, pulpit and reading-desk are of stone, the 
two former very handsomely and effectively carved. 
The altar-cloth was worked and presented by the 
ladies.

A Poacner SuHotr.—An affray (says the 
Nottingham Journal) of a very serious nature took 
lace at Oxton between a number of poachers and the 
eepers of H. P. Sherbroke, Esq. About a dozen men 
were poaching on lands at Oxton, when the game- 
keepers came in collision with the poachers, one of 
whom fired a gun loaded with shot. A poacher was 
seen to stagger, and it was supposed by the keepers 
that he was carried off by his companions, who made 
their escape. A man was, however, found the follow- 
ing morning lying in a ditch near to the place where 
the affray had occurred. He was taken to the infir- 
mary, and is in a very precarious state. 


Turere Persons Kiutep BY A FALL oF 
CoaL.—A great sensation was caused in Dudley and 
the neighbourhood of Netherton by the rumour that 
fifteen men had been killed by the falling of an 
immense quantity of coal in a pit at Baptist Hand, in 
this parish. On inquiry, however, it was ascertained 
that the report, to a considerable extent, was exagge- 
rated, and that the lives of three human beings only 
had been sacrificed. The particulars of the calamitous 
affair appear to be as follows :—A number of men and 
boys (about ten) were engaged at their work in a pit 
worked by Mr. Crewe, at Baptist Hand, when, about 
four o’clock in the afternoon, a large quantity of coal 
and spoil, upwards of twenty tons, atiddenly fell upon 
two men and a boy, named Thomas Sims, aged 26, 
William Mullin, aged 22, and Thomas Rolason,' 12 

ears of age, while loading a skip, Assistance was 
mmediately rendered by the rest of the men in the pit 
and others, in removing the ponderous mass of coal 
and rubbish, but it was not until after eleven o’clock 
the same night that the last body was discovered. The 
oor fellows were found to be quite dead, and their 
Podles were conveyed to their late respective homes in 
this parish. On the following day the coroner, W. 
Robinson, Esq., held inquests. 


DREADFUL CoNFLAGRATION AT WAPPING. 
Shortly before two o’clock on Barrens morning last 
the polite discovered the premises of Messrs, Lawson 
and Spencely, ship-chandlers, High-street, Wapping, 
tobe on fire, Seven of the Brigade, West of Eng- 
land, and County engines, with numerous firemen, 
arrived, and were incessantly pouring torrents of 
water on the burning mass. otwithstanding this 
aid, as also that of the lower floating engine, by four 
o’clock the flames had spread to the premises adjoin- 
ing, belonging to Messrs. Jolly, also ship-chandlers. 
Three floors of warehouses, blacksmith’s shop, and 
sail-lofts, were consumed. By four o’clock all farther 
danger had ceased. Both firms are insured in the 
Star and Sun Fire-offices. 


ALARMING Firm In TorrenHAM-couRrT- 
ROAD.—On Saturday morning last, shortly before six 
o’clock, a fire broke out in the lower part of the pre- 
mises belonging to Mr. George Pearce, greengrocer 
and fruiterer, 256, Tottenham-court-road. When dis- 
covered, the flames were raging with great fury on the 
basement story, threatening the whole building, and 
all it contained, with destruction. The inmates having 
been aroused, they succeeded in effecting a safe re- 
treat: the smoke, however, was so dense that it was a 
work of considerable difficulty, In the course of a few 
minutes the escape of the Royal Society arrived, and 
the conductor having entered the building, and having 
satisfied himself that no one was therein, the engines, 
which had arrived from the several Brigade, West of 
England, and County stations, were set to work, and, 
by dint of great perseverance on the part of the fire- 
men, the flames were confined to that portion in which 
they originated, but not until considerable damage was 
done to the building and its contents, Mr, Pearce 
was insured in the West of England fire-oflice, The 
origin of the fire could not be accounted for. 


Arrempr ro Murper A Youna Woman. 
On Saturday last a man, named John Dunn, was 
brought before the magistrates at Newcastle, charged 
with having cut the throat of a young woman named 
Ann Moffett, to whom he had been paying atten- 
tions, From the evidence it appeared that the pri- 
soner had been lodging in a house which overlooked 
that in which the female resided; the consequence 
was, that an intimacy sprang up between them, and 
the prisoner frequently visited the female at her fa- 
ther’s house. On Sunday se’nnight last he called upon 
her and accused her of having been out with another 
man, ‘This she denied, when he flew into a violent 
passion ; his sweetheart, on perceiving the state he 
was in, went out, and returned home about half-past 
nine, The prisoner, who had concealed himself on 
the stairs, on hearing her approach, emerged from his 
hiding-place with a razor in his hand. He attempted 
to cut her throat, but she laid hold of the blade of the 
weapon, and, in drawing it through her hand, nearly 
severed one of her fingers, He afterwards threw her 
down, knelt on her stomach, and, having held her 
head back, he inflicted a frightful gash in her throat ; 
he then made his escape, leaving the poor girl wel- 
tering in her blood. Medical aid was soon obtained, 
but the poor creature is not expected to live. The 
prisoner was remanded to see whether the girl would 
recover or not, 


ALLEGED Murper or A Huspanp sy 


Porson.—An extraordinary degree of excitement has 
prevailed in Old Weston, a village situate a few miles 
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from Huntingdon, arising from rumours which have 
been industriously circulated relative to the death of 
Mr, James Smith, a wealthy farmer resident in the 
neighbourhood. Mr. Smith, it appears, died in the 
month of June, 1847, after an illness of only a few 
hours’ duration, eune up to the time of his illness 
been a man of robust health and of strictly temperate 
habits. His illness was as violent as it was sudden, 
He was seized with violent retching and purging, 
and, from the beginning of the attack, suffered the 
most frightful agony. Twelve months passed over, 
and Mrs. Smith formed a matrimonial connection 
with a gentleman named Parsons. Shortly after which 
she discharged her servant who was in her employ- 
ment at the time of Mr. Smith’s death, and who had 
been for many years before connected with the family, 
From this servant the serious charges against Mrs, 
Smith (or Parsons) have arisen. She states that Mr. 
Smith was taken suddenly ill, having previously ex- 
hibited no symptoms of indisposition, and that his 
wife administered to him a mixture which produced 
the consequences already described, and which speedily 
resulted in death.

Suicipe By a Lavy at Portrsmouty.— 
On Tuesday morning, about half-past six o’clock, the 
family of Henry Deacon, Esq., banker, of Portsmouth, 
was thrown into a state of alarm by an announcement 
from one of the domestics that Mrs. Deacon’s sister, 
Miss Maria Trevelian Pettit, had committed self. 
destruction by cutting her throat in a most frightful 
manner, so as to to cause almost instant death. It is 
said that for some time past her attentions had been 
fixed upon a gentleman, ban whom she met with no 
responsive feeling, and a settled melancholy seized her 
in consequence. Change of air was recommended as 
the only means of restoring her health, and on Tuesday 
was fixed for her removal to Southampton. Early in 
the morning, however, she carried a young child of 
Mr. Deacon’s to the nurse, and, after taking an affec- 
tionate farewell, returned to her own apartment, where, 
by the aid of a carving-knife, previously secured, she 
inflicted a terrible wound on the throat, causing almost 
instant death. An inquest was held in the course of 
the morning, and the jury returned a verdict of “'Tem- 
porary insanity.” 


APPALLING MurpgErR In Kentr.— On Sa- 
turday last Mr, Carttar empannelled a jury at Hal- 
stead, a small village between Sevenoaks and Farn- 
borough, for the purpose of investigating the circum- 
stances connected with a murder discovered at that 
place. Karly on the morning of the previous Wed- 
nesday a labourer in the employ of Mr. Newington, 
of Brook Farm, Halstead, was proceeding across some 
fields, fifty or sixty yards from the main road to this 
town, to his work, when he discovered the body of a 
female lying by the side of a hedge near to a ditch. 
The first sight of the corpse too clearly showed the 
horrible character of her death. To appearance the 
woman seemed to have been about forty years of age, 
her clothes indicating that she had been hopping. 
Her head, face, nick, and shoulders exhibited one 
mass of bruises, the blood from which had completely 
saturated her clothing, and here and there on the 
ground were pools of blood, which, coupled with the 
strong fact that the turf and ground about the spot 
were trodden down, bore a conclusive proof that the 
wretched creature had had a deadly encounter with 
one or more parties, Close to her feet was found a 
bundle, containing a handkerchief, a man’s shirt 
(dirty), a black-handled table-knife, worn down at 
the blade, and a tobacco-box. Several medical gen. 
tlemen were then called to examine as to the cause 
of the unfortunate woman’s death. On a@ careful ex- 
amination being made of the body, it was clear that 
the poor creature had bees oe and savagely mur- 
dered. The dreadful bruises and lacerations which 
almost covered the head, face, neck, and shoulders, 
had been inflicted by sharp flint stones and heavy 
kicks from thick nailed boots. The coroner and jur 
decided on adjourning the inquiry, for the twofold 
purpose of enabling the police to effect the identifica- 
tion of the murdered woman and the capture of the 
party or parties who perpetrated the brutal crime. 
The proceedings have been twice adjourned.

Mr. Donoghoe followed, and then Mr. Meagher, with 
fluency of utterance and remarkable firmness of man- 
ner, spoke as follows :—He said, “ My lords, it is my 
intention to say a few words. I desire that the last 
act of a proceeding which has occupied so much of the 
public time should be of short duration; nor have I 
the indelicate wish to close the dreary ceremony of a 
state prosecution with a vain display of words. Did I 
fear that hereafter, when I shall be no more, the 
country I have tried to serve would think ill of me, I 
might, indeed, avail myself of this solemn moment to 
vindicate my sentiments and my conduct. But Ihave 
no such fear. The country will judge of these senti- 
ments and of that conduct in a light, I think, far dif- 
ferent from that in which the jury by which I have 
been convicted have viewed them; and, perhaps, the 
Sentence you, my lords, are about to pronounce will 
be remembered only as the severe and solemn attesta- 
tion of my rectitude and truth. Whatever may be the 
language in which that sentence will be spoken, I 
know that my fate will meet with sympathy, and that 
my memory will be honoured. In speaking thus, (ace 
cuse me not, my lords, of an indecorous presumption. 
To the efforts Tavs made for what I conceived to be 
& just and noble cause I ascribe no vain im ortance, 
nor do I claim for them any high reward. Bat it so 
happens, and it will ever so appen, that they who 
have tried to serve their country, no matter how weak 
their efforts may have been, are sure to receive the 
thanks and blessings of its people. With the country, 
then, I leave my memory, my sentiments, my acts ; 
proudly feeling that they require no vindication from 
me this day. A jury of my countrymen, it is true, have 
found me guilty of the crime of which I was indicted. 
For this I entertain not the slightest feeling of resent- 
ment against them. Influenced, as they must have 
been, by the charge of the Lord Chief Justice, they, 
perhaps, could have returned no other verdict. What 
of that charge? Any strong observations upon it, I 
sincerely feel, would ill befit the solemnity of this 
scene ; but I would earnestly beseech of you, my lord— 
you who preside upon that bench—when the prejudices 
and passions of this hour have passed away, to appeal 
to your own conscience, and ask of it—Was your 
charge, as it ought to have been, impartial and indif- 
ferent between the subject and the Crown? My lords, 
you may deem this language unbecoming in me, and 
perchance it may seal my fate ; but I am here to speak 
the truth, whatever it may cost. I am here to regret 
nothing that I have ever donsets retract nothing that 
I have ever said. Iam not here to crave with lying 
lip the life I consecrate to the liberty of my country. 
Far from it. Even here—here, where the thief, the 
libertine, the murderer have left their footprints in the 
dust—here in this spot, where the shadow of death 
surrounds me, and from which I see an early grave in 
an unanvinted soil open to receive me—even here, en- 
circled by these terrors, that hope which beckoned me 
to the perilous sea on which I have been wrecked still 
consoles, animates, and enraptures me. No! I do not 
despair of my poor old country—her peace, her liberty, 
her glory. For that country I can now do no more 
than bid her hope. To lift thisisland up—to make her 
a benefactor to humanity instead of what she is—the 
meanest beggar in the world—to restore to her her 
native powers and her ancient constitution—this has 
been my ambition, and this ambition has been my 
crime. Judged by the law of England, I know this 
crime entails the penalty of death. But the history of 
England explains my crime and justifies it. Judged 
by that history, I am no criminal, and—(turning to his 
fellow-prisoner M*‘Manus)—you are no criminal, and— 
(to O’Donoghoe)—you are no criminal, and we deserve 
no punishment. Judged by that history, the treason 
of which I have been convicted loses ail its guilt—is 
sanctified as a duty—will be ennobled as a sacrifice. 
With these sentiments, my lords, I await the sentence 
of the court. Having done what I feel to be my duty— 
having spoken now, as I did on every occasion durin 
my short life, what I felt to be the truth, I now bid 
farewell to the country of my birth, my passion, and 
my death—that country whose misfortunes have in- 
voked my sympathies—whose factions I sought to 
still—whose intellect I prompted to a lofty aim—whose 
freedom has been my fatal dream. I offer to that 
country, as a pledge of the love I bear her, and the 
sincerity with which I thought and spoke and strug- 
gled for her freedom, the life of a young heart; and 
with that life all the hopes, the honours, the endear- 
ments of a happy and an honourable home.

The village Nebbi Yunus (so called on account 
of the tomb of the prophet Jonah, which is supposed 
to be within this village), in Persia, is built on an 
ancient artificial mount belonging to the ruins of the 
far-famed Assyrian capital Nineveh. ‘The tomb of the 
prophet Jonah’ is in a mosque of considerable size; 
the room where the tomb is is richly furnished with 
carpets and ornamented with large and beautiful 
Arabic inseriptions from the Koran. There are also 
the names of the four Khalifas (or Califs) written in 
the large Arabic characters. There was formerly a 
Christian monastery where the supposed tomb of 
Jonah now stands. “The Christian tradition of Mosul 
is, that Jonah preached in that place, but they deny 
his having been buried there. ‘They believe that when 
he had accomplished his mission he returned to his 
native country. We shall shortly present our readers 
with some very interesting particulars of the early 
discoveries among the ruins of Nineveh. 


In Russia the chief opportunity of secing 
native finery (says Mr. Hee is mixed up with a 
curious custom observed on Whit- Monday at the 
summer gardens, when the unmarried girls parade 
themselves on the chance of being selected and sought 
in marriage by those who are on the look out for wives. 
These young people arrange themselves in rows by the 
sides of the long avenues, attended by their mothers 
decked out in their gayest "gostume, while congregated 
thousands promenade up and down in dense crowds, 
The idea realizes what we call “love at first sight,” 
and is certainly a novel way of putting the power of 
Cupid to the test. If an arrow tells, the party intro- 
duces himself to the mother, exchanges addresses, and 
the matter is negotiated at home. This is confined to 
the little people, those just above the lower class, but 
in former times it was common to all ranks, 


In the churchyard at Firbeck, Notts, is a head- 
stone with the following inscription : — ‘ Isabell 
Robinson, of Stone, buried N ovember ye 22d day, 1694, 
aged 114 years. 

The dials of the new clock at the Palace of 
Westminster are to be thirty feet in diameter, the 
largest in the world, excepting a skeleton dial at 
Malines, on which the time is shown by only one 
hand, which makes one revolution in twelve hours. 
The dial of St. Paul’s clock, which is only eighteen 
feet in diameter, is the largest in this country that is 
furnished with a minute hand, A few of the elocks in 
Flanders strike on large bells, but they require to be 
wound up every day, and in some instances twice in 
the twenty-four hours. 

At Rome the question of caricatures is fore- 

most just now among the debateable topics of juris- 
prudence. Rossi, whose countenance somewhat re- 
sembles that of La Mancha’s melancholy caballero, 
had taken time by the forelock, and begun his reign 
by an interdiction of the prevalent freedom of the fine 
arts in political phyzziography. He found out that, 
‘in granting liberty of the press, no mention was made 
by the Legislature of unlicensed lithographs, and he 
has, therefore, put forth his ban on this sort of fun, 
‘Alas! he has only drawn on his devoted head a swarm 
of hornets, and ‘* Don Pirlone”’ (our “ Punch’’) comes 
out daily with the Premier in his most unattractive 
aspect. The press in general takes up the eudgels for 
their brethren the woodeutters.

inches of water; millions of conferve daily spring from 
its surface, and, remaining suspended in the water, 
thicken it by green clouds of vegetable matter ; in the 
spaces of these conferve live multitudes of infusorial 
animalculw. These products of stagnation rising to 
the surface when calm give to the wafer, seen in a 
gleam of sunshine, all the varied hues of the rainbow, 
or else cover it with one extended coat of green. When 
the breeze wafts this scum to either side, it forms 
there a thick mass, resembling, in colour and appear- 
ance, ‘‘ green pea-soup,”’ as it is called by the bathers. 
And this mass it is which causes that faint smell which 
so often sickens those who walk near the serpentine, 
particularly at sunset and sunrise, when exhalations 
are most active and perceptible.

Royvau Potyrecunic Insrrtvrron.—Dr.

‘The learned gentleman, in the commence- 
ment of his address, expressed his disapprobation of 
those foolish alarmists who brought the name of cholera 
before the public in a manner calculated to produce 
a morbid excitement, and stir up unduly the fears of 
the timid. His object was to impress upon the minds 
of his auditory some important natural laws by which 
the disease might be averted, or at least rendered less 
fatal in its effects. There was a time when cholera 
was considered unmanageable, and beyond the reach 
of medical aid, That opinion was found by experience 
to be erroneous, and was now altogether exploded. 
The disease, like any other, was known to be the sub- 
ject of proper and successful treatment. Its chief 
predis ona causes were intemperance, insufficiency 
of food, bad drainage, and imperfect ventilation. B 
an avoidance of these, the victims of cholera, fo well 

e at- 
mosphere in which we lived was continually under- 
going changes, in consequence of combustion and de- 
composition ; and, in our artificial state of existence 
especially, the most dangerous mutations were occa- 
of our crowded streets. The most poisonous ingre- 
dients imparted to the atmosphere arose from respira- 
tion and combustion, and the decomposition of vege- 
table matter.

Now that October is rapidly passing away, and 
November, with his thirty ach Bava is ching 
upon us like the advance guard of winter, our 
cloakmakers are all busily at work, Already 4 
variety of new patterns in cloaks, pardessus, pale- 
tats, &e., have made their appearance. It may be 
mentioned that the newest cloaks have no other 
trimming at the bottom than a narrow passe- 
menterie, or two or three rows of braid. All the 
trimming is at the edge of the pelerine; and, if the 
cloak be of velvet or satin, the trimming usualy 
consists of lace or fringe, 
The deep paletét with sleeves, which was 60 


— 
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much worn Jast winter, has again made its ap- 
pearance, This is not subject to the same rule as 
the cloak with a pelerine. It may be trimmed at 
the bottom with five rows of silk fringe, each sur- 
mounted by a heading of patsementerie, The 
sleeves, which should be wider at the bottom than 
at the top, may have three rows of the same trim- 
ming, placed at such distances apart as almost to 
cover the whole sleeves. 

Among the novelties in the shapes and patterns 
of cloaks we may mention :— 

1. The Moldavian,—This cloak is closed in front 
by a row of large buttons. The sleeves form a 
square elerine in front, and fall over the back 

art of the cloak in the manner of pagoda sleeves, 
These Moldavian cloaks, which descend only a 
little below the knees, are trimmed entirely round 
with five bias rows of velvet, of progressive widths, 
the broadest at the bottom. On the sleeves the 
bias rows of velvet, which ascend to the height of 
the elbows, have a very pretty effect. These cloaks 
are always lined with black silk ; and there may be 
small pockets on each side, the pocket-holes being 
marked by five very narrow rows of velvet, 

9, The Cornelia Cloak, which, by the disposition 
of its folds, represents with tolerable accuracy the 
ancient Roman mantle, is remarkable at once for 
its elegance and simplicity. It is of velvet, lined 
with satin, and js edged round with broad flat silk 
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braid. It has no sleeves, but its shape (which is 
not very dissimilar from that of the Bournouse, or 
Algerian cloak, introduced at the latter end of last 
winter) admits of the folds being gathered grace- 
fully over the arms. It is fastened at the throat 
by a cord and tassel. These cloaks are made in 
dark blue, green, and garnet-coloured, as well as 
in ene velvet, 

3. The Dalmatian Cloak,-This is shaped so as 
slightly to mark the form of the waist behind, and 
the ends are square in front. It has demi-wide 
sleeves, with deep cuffs, which may be turned up 
at pleasure to show the sleeve of the dress. There 
is a very small square collar, which may be worn 
either turned down or standing up, to protect the 
neck from the cold. This cloak descends only to 
the knees. It is very elegant when made of isch 
velvet and richly trimmed with passementerie, fancy 
buttons, &c. The pockets on each side m may also 
be trimmed with passementerie. The Dalmatian 
cloak will be seen to most advantage when the 
season for wearing furs sets in, The elegance of 
its effect may easily be conceived if made of dark 
blue or green velvet, trimmed with sable or ermine, 

Caps.—The caps worn in morning négligé are of

ings should be called a national disgrace inatent, f : 
national gallery. It is alike an insult to the sble 
donor, and to some of our most distinguished ith e 
We ean fancy what would be the fee elings of Mr. Ha 1 - 
when he beheld his finest work hung up in a dark pare 

sage! And this is our National Gallery! The orn: 
ing Chronicle says, “It would be i impossible for the 
most ingenious Marall to contrive a place less adapted 
for the exhibition of works of art than this miserable 
blackhole of ‘Trafalgay-square. Looking around it 
again and again, we are more and more at a loss to 
imagine what could have been the original intention in 
the construction of this apartment, and with what 
views the trustees of the National Gallery could have 
selected it as the depository of the interesting collec. 
tion of pictures recently presented to the nation, Pro. 
hably they considered that pictures, like wine, improve 
with age, and should be kept in the cellar in the 
interim, But, surely, if such were their i impressions, 
a proper consideration for the feelings of the artists, and 
of the public. taste, would have pointed out the’ pro- 
priety of turning the pictures with their faces to the 
wali! The melancho exhibition which the newly- 
opened room in the "Nationat Gallery presents must, 
at least, point out the propriety of something being 
done to redeem the error of the past, and to provide 
for the erection of a building capable ofatfording decent 
house-room to such a collection of pictures as the 
country has aright to aspire to the possession of.”

American Heroines. By E. F. Eliet. 
Weare thankful for this book; as well as for orery 
addition to our literature which places in its tru 
significance the abilities and energies of raene 
It matters not under what sun these energies are 
manifested. The same spirit which burns under a 
western clime is worthy admiration in an eastern 
one; and especially with regard to the subjects of 
this work is this true, since they derived their 
virtues from the mothers of our own country. 
Of the mother of Washington we find here an 
anecdote which will be read with homely interest :— 


WASHINGTON A GOOD Boy. 
“The Marquis de la Fayette repaired to Fredericks- 
ag gepous to his departure for Europe in the fall 
y his parting respects to the mother, 
ve i ‘ak ihe blessing. Conducted by one of her 
grandsons, he approached the house, when the young 
gentleman observed, ‘There, sir, is my grandmother.’ 
La Fayette beheld—working in the garden, clad in 
domestic-made clothes, and her grey head covered 
with a plain straw hat—the mother of ‘his hero, his 
leah and a country’s preserver!’ The lady saluted 
im kindly, observing, ‘Ah, marquis! you see an old 
woman; but yf I can make you welcome to my 
oor dwellin without the wraie of changing my 
ress,” ‘To the encomiums lavished by the marquis 
on his chief, the mother replied, ‘I am not surprised at 
dy George has done, for he was always a very good 
boy,’ 

Women have ever been active in struggles for 
liberty, Submitting themselves to the authority 
of domestic duties, it is impossible ta coneeive 
anything more perfect than the spirit with which 
they disdain and repel every other domination. 
But history tells this better than wecan do, Let

Loss or THE VELOCITY STEAMER.—ApER- 
DEEN.—The Velocity, John Stewart, master, which 
has for several years past traded re ularly between 
this port and Newcastle, is now a total wreck, havin 
gone to pieces on Monday evening off the mouth of 
the harbour. It appears that a sea struck her and 
threw her on the point of the breakwater; a second 
sea turned her further round, and a third threw her 
athwart the rocks. The vessel then parted in the 
centre through the engine-rcom, and her head canted 
to the southward, with her stern towards the harbour, 
when she settled down on the rocks and immediate] 
began to break up. On the vessel first striking all 
hands were called to get out the boats, three in num- 
ber; the larboard boat was, however, washed away ; 
the starboard boat was then lowered, and the steward, 
stewardess, carpenter, second mate, two seamen, and 
the two apprentices got into it, and succeeded in 
getting ashore. The ship’s life-boat was then 
attempted to be got out, but, unfortunately, it was 
found that the tackle had been cut, which rendered it 
impossible to get her afloat. In this distressing situa- 
tion the quarter-deck, on which the remaining crew 
and passengers stood, broke away from the hull and 

rovidentially floated, in comparatively smooth water. 

o injuries were sustained by any of the passengers ; 
the master was severely bruised by the falling of the 
mainmast, which also struck a seaman, injuring his 
head to a frightful extent. The whole of the property

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DESCRIPTION OF THE HEADDRESS, AND 
DIRECTIONS FOR ITS EXECUTION, 


The headdress of which our engravings represent 
the back and front views has just been introduced 
by Croisat, the famous Parisian coiffeur. The 
marked favour it has met with in the French 
capital promises to ensure its favourable adoption 
in this country when our winter reunions render 
variety desirable in the style of headdress suited to 
evening costume, ‘The following directions for 
the execution of this novel coiffure will, we trust, 
be found useful to those ladies who may wish to 
adopt it:—The ornaments required are a long lappet 
of black lace or blonde, and four or five bouquets of 
flowers, ‘The flowers represented in our engravings 
are of pink heath. The back hair 
is divided into two portions, the 
parting being made across the back 
part of the head from ear to ear, and 
the line inclining a little towards 
the right side. The upper division 
of the hair is then twisted into a 
rouleau, and turned round the head 
in the form of a bandeau, the ends 
being concealed under the twist. 
This done, the lower portion of the 
hair is twisted and rolled round the 
head in a similar manner, the space 
between cach rouleau being only 
sufficient to show the parting at the 
back of the head. The front hair is 
arranged in bandeaux rather full on 
each temple. Next is fixed the 
black lace lappet, which, after being 
passed across the forehead in the 
manner of the Israclite turban, is 
pre in small loops and flowing 
ends at each side of the head. The 
bouquets of heath and foliage on 
each side are fixed so as to incline 
towards the centre of the forehead 
in the form of a diadem, and pro- 
duce an effect at once graceful and 
dignified, 


THE COMBMARTIN SILVER 
INES. 


The Silver Lead ‘Mines in the village 
of Combmartin, Devon (probably the 
oldest mines in England), which have 
been worked at intervals from the time 
of Edward I., and of which mention 
is made by Camden, who says that 
the expenses of the war in France, in 
the reign of Edward ITI., were partly 
defrayed by the silver extracted therefrom, have been 
abandoned within this month, with tho exception of the 
Spper levels, where three or four men are still employed.
